John Mortice Dead 
at 
Roff 
and Carl Scott it held 
in Jail Here. 


USED BUTCHER KNIFE 


Young 
Farmer 
Dies 
from 
Slashes from Knife on 
Roff Streets. 


John Mortice died by the blade 
of a butcher knife. 
Carl Scott was a vendor of ham- 
bergers at Hoff and was plying his 
trade in diligence, until Saturday 
night when he was lodged in the 
county jail in connection with the 
death of Mortice. 
At the culmination of what offic­ 
ers claim had been a langthy feud. 
Mortice is dead, slashed to shreds 
with a butcher knife, and officers 
have placed Scott in jail for the 
crime. 
Deputy W. W. Walker made a 
hurried trip to Roff Saturday and 
returned with Scott before IO o’­ 
clock. 
Mortice died as a result of a deep 
wound from the slash of the knife 
that penetrated the abdomen, ac­ 
cording to officers. 
His body was I 
marked 
with three other slasher! 
of the knife. 
The fatal cutting 
happened 
in 
front of a barber shop at Roff, 
about dusk Saturday before a crowd 
of 
pedestrians, 
who were unable 
to grasp the seriousness of the sit­ 
uation until Mortice dripped to the 
sidewalk mortally wounded. 
The alleged slayer, wha accord­ 
ing to officers here, admits wield­ 
ing the kn fe, 
is 
a 
young 
plan 
scarcely out of his teens. 
Mortice 
was also a young man, about 21. 
according to officers. 
Mortice was 
a farmer, living near Roff. 
Mortice lived only a few minutes

in peace times, he said, the strength 
of the regular army should be main­ 
tained at 13,000 officers and 150,- 
000 men. 
National Guard Thriving 
Reviewing the post-war develop­ 
ment of tho National Guard, General 
Pershing found the service to be 
“thriving” but recommended 
that 
the aggregate .strength of tho guard 
be fixed at 200,000 in the active 
units instead of 250,000 as at pre­ 
sent.

No 
state could exist without our United States. 
Why should not 
every citizens of. this country be an active booster for a nation 
which has gone farther than any other in the world in giving 
liberty, prosperity, rights, business opportunities, home con 
veniences, educational advantages and amusements to its peo­ 
ple? 
Why should not our schools and colleges emphasize to 
a greater extent the advantages of a citizen of this nation 
under our constitutional form of government? 
Until something is proposed which would in a small 
measure give us protection and advantages equal to those 
which we now receive, we should express greater thanks for 
what we have and be less ready to listen to the thoughtless 
agitator or professional politician who, failing to appreciate 
the advantages which surround him, seeks to foist impractical

Blindness is rightly regarded as one of the greatest af­ 
flictions that can come td a person. 
Every living thing in 
nature seeks the light, the prime life giving principle of cre­ 
ation. 
Naturally we pity one who is denied this great boon. 
In the closing days of Christ’s ministry he found a man 
who was born blind and who was sitting by the side of the 
road begging alms of those who passed that way. 
That it 
was possible for him to see the light during his spjourn on 
earth was an idea that had never entered the man’s mind. 
He had known nothing but darkness and for him the future 
held out nothing except the dreary existence he had known 
since birth. 
# 
The disciples of Jesus saw the man from different angle 
than did their master. 
Clinging to the ancient Jewish belief 
that all human ills are caused by 
sin, 
they 
asked 
Jesus 
whether the blindness of the man was due to his own sinful­ 
ness or that of his parents. 
This gave Jesus an opportunity 
to impress upon them the truth that misfortunes may not al­ 
ways be caused by sin and that one may sometimes be the 
means of a blessing. 
Demonstrating this he moistened a little 
clay, anointed the eyes of the man and told him to go and 
wash in the pool of Siloam. 
It would have been as easy for 
him to restore the sight of the man with a word, but in all 
cases he impressed the recipients of his deeds of mercy with 
the necessity of faith. 
He now directed the blind man to go 
and wash in this particular pool as a means of proving his 
faith. 
No doubt the poor fellow was thrilled with a hope he had 
never before dared to entertain. 
He never stopped to ques­ 
tion why, but set off groping through the darkness to the 
pool. 
When he applied the water a new world opened to 
him. 
For the first time in his life he knew what light was 
and the strange objects around him excited his wonder, but 
with a heart throbbing with joy and gratitude he went forth 
with unimpaired vision. 
At the outset it was optional with 
him whether he went or not. 
He could have refused to go, 
thus rejecting the only opportunity he would ever have, but 
he chose to obey and his faith was fully rewarded. 
Then came a heated controversy. 
When people who had 
known him as a blind beggar saw him some unhesitatingly 
declared it was he who sat and begged but others, too stub­ 
born to believe even what they saw, thus demonstrating that 
they were as blind in their way as was the healed man, de­ 
clared it was only a man like him. 
To say otherwise would 
have been to acknowledge that a great miracle had been per­ 
formed and this they refused to do. 
Naturally word of the occurence reached the rulers of 
the synagogue where the man and his parents worshipped. 
He was summoned to appear and tell how it happened. Three 
times they questioned him and each time he told the same 
story. 
The bigoted rulers determined to at least make the 
man acknowledge that Jesus was a sinner. 
However, he 
came back with an irrefutable answer iii which he declared 
he did not know whether Jesus was a sinner or not, but he 
did know th at whereas he had been blind, he could now see. 
When, finally brought face to face with a. question of the 
personality of Jesus, the man proved his gratitude and cour­ 
age by asserting that he was a prophet from God. 
That was 
too much for his inquisitors and they expelled him from con­ 
nection with the synagogue, at that time considered a crush­ 
ing disgrace. 
Hearing of what had been done, Jesus sought the man, 
just as he is still seeking the lost, and finding the man ready 
to believe, revealed himself as the Son of God. 
The man had 
not questioned his command when told to wash in the pool 
of Siloam, and now he never doubted what had been revealed 
to him. 
He was feady to believe that one who restored his 
sight was sent corset from God and he worshiped him. 
That is the last record of the man we have but we can 
readily imagine him 
taking 
his 
place 
shortly 
afterwards 
among the zealous little band whose mission it was to de­ 
clare the coming of the Kingdom, after Jesus had ascended 
to his Father. 
He had already shown his courage in the face 
of persecution and with his heart filled with gratitude for 
what he had received, it is easy to picture him carrying the 
message to others in spite of all opposition. 
Gratitude is an 
unusual trait of human character but this man showed he 
possessed it. 
Opening the eyes of the blind man was a type of open­ 
ing the spiritual eyes of mankind. 
Millions who have never 
seen the spiritual light have been rescued from their darkness 
by the same means that opened his eyes. 
They accepted 
Jesus in full faith and were blessed accordingly. 
However, the Pharisees who cast the man from the syna­ 
gogue offer another type of blindness for which there is no 
redemption. 
They did not realize their blindness and refused 
the light when it was brought to them. 
In their case it was 
willful blindness and they continued on as they were, just as 
the blind man would if he had not realized his state and ac­ 
cepted the opportunity of rescue when it came.
